The body arrived here this morn­ 
ing at l l :16 o’clock from Hamilton, 
accompanied by the sons 
of

Schrichte Who were-at 
his 
bedside 
when he died. *The body was taken 
to the home 
of 
his 
son 
Anthony 
Schrichte in West First street where 
it will remain until time for the cor­ 
tege to leave for the church tomor­ 
row. 
Sons of Mr. Schrichte who were 
a t his bedside when he died say that 
the victim of the accident, was never 
conscious after he was hit by the en­ 
gine. 
The sons sat by his bedside 
holding out to the last that he would 
be able to 
recognize 
them 
before 
he passed away but their hopes were 
not realized. 
His right leg was cut 
off just below the knee, two toes on 
his left foot were fevered 
and he 
sustained a severe scalp wound when 
the engine struck him. 
Mr. Schriehte’s funeral will prob­ 
ably be one of the largest ones held 
in this city for many years. 
He was 
in business here for a half century 
"and by Ms methods of business and 
in his daily life he won the respect 
and admiration of every 
one 
who 
knew him.

Carthage and Glenwood Are Only In­ 


corporated Towns in Rush 


County. 


Election of town officials in the in­ 
corporated towns of this and adjoin­ 
ing counties will take place Tuesday. 
There are only 
two 
incorporated 
towns iii Rush county, Glenwood and 
Carthage, but there are a number of 
other towns which are large enough 
to be which have not taken the step 
in that direction. 
At Carthage thevtiekets have been 
announced and a spirited contest for 
the offices is expected. At Glenwood 
also new officials will be elected, but 
there is very 
little 
interest in the 
election there. 
There are fourteen 
incorporated towns in Henry county, 
several of which are located near the 
Rush county line, namely Knights­ 
town, Lewisville, Straughn, Dunreith 
and Spiceland. 
An interesting feature connected 
with the elections is that they will 
pro\ide the first test in this county 
of the new corrupt practices statute, 
passed by the last legislature. 
Each 
candidate is compelled by this stat­ 
ute to file with the circuit court clerk 
ail itemized 
statement iii 
writing 
showing the expenses of his cam­ 
paign, and, in addition, each candi­ 
date must swear whether he has con­ 
tributed any other valuable thing or 
made any promises or incurred any 
liability during his campaign which 
would likely benefit him in seeking 
public office, 
Not until such a statement Is filed 
by the successful candidate for any 
office can he receive his commission 
or certificate of election. In case any 
one of the candidates should falsify 
his itemized statement of 
election 
expenses and promises, he is liable 
to prosecution for perjury, the pros­ 
ecuting attorney being 
charged to 
make a vigorous prosecution, 
There 
has been no 
end of 
complaint by 
some of the candidates that the law 
ri burdensome and a nuisance, in so 
fa r as it applies to the incorporated 
towns. 
Some of the offices pay but 
$10 per annum. 
Both the Democrats and the Re­ 
publicans have tickets to be voted on 
next Tuesday at 
Knightstown and 
Middletown, which are the largest in­ 
corporated How na- in Henry county. 
In both places there is much interest 
in the election, and the election will 
be as spirited as a presidential con­ 
test. 
This is made so by local con­ 
ditions in both places, 
In a number of the towns of Henry 
county, party lines have 
not 
been 
drawn, and Citizens’ 
uckets 
have 
been made up, men being chosen for 
the various offices wTho have the busi­ 
ness nihility and also who can give 
the time to do it.

The officials of the R. E. & I. com­ 
pany would have the I. & C. traction 
company extend its lines to Cincin­ 
nati from 
Connersville by 
way of 
| Liberty and Harrison, Ohio. 
This is 
a route which has never been consid­ 
ered by the I. & C. officials. 
They 
have 
considered 
extending 
from 
Connersville -by way 
of 
Hamilton, 
from Greensburg by way of Bates­ 
ville and Harrison, O., or from this 
city by way of Brookville, Anderson­ 
ville and Harrison, Ohio. 
It is apparent that the I. & C. of­ 
ficials favor either the route extend­ 
ed from this city or the one extended 
from Greensburg as it was these two 
routes which were inspected by the 
directors and president this 
week. 
The extension from 
Connersville by 
way of Liberty was left 
out of the 
consideration iii the inspection, but it 
does not mean that the I. & C. offi­ 
cials have ceased to think of that 
route as a possible one. 
The officials of the line which is 
supposed to be ran from Richmond 
south would be greatly pleased to 
have the I. & C. extended from Con­ 
nersville by way of Liberty and H ar­ 
rison, Ohio, as it would shorten their 
line bj at least sixteen miles. 
It was 
planned to build the R. & E. I. line 
from Richmond to Liberty and thence 
to Harrison, where connections could 
be made for Cincinnati. 
The officers 
of the new line"Hrgue that if the I. & 
C. could be persuaded to extend from 
Connersville to Liberty and thence to 
Harrison, Ohio; that they would stop 
their line at Liberty and make con­ 
nection with the I. & C. for Cincin­ 
nati. 


This proposal may have some ef­ 
fect on the I. & C. officials. 
To ex­ 
tend the line by way of Liberty and 
have another line bringing in pas­ 
sengers from the north for Cincinnati 
would no doubt increase the business 
of the I. 
C. over what it might be 
were the line not run through Lib­ 
erty,

Chicago, Nov. 4.—A statem ent issued 
by Coroner Hoffman says: “Prof. \Y. S. 
Haines. Dr. Ralph W. W ebster and 
Dr. E. R. Lecount, who made an ex- 
| amination of the organs of A rthur Bis- 
j sonette, state that arsenic has been 
found in abundant quantity and that 
his death undoubtedly resulted from 
that poison.”

Puerto Cortez, Honduras, Nov. 4.— 
Honduras soon will face not only the 
most serious revolution in her history, 
but a double foreign war, unless emer­ 
gency m easures now said to be in hand 
by President Manuel Bor.illa, accom­ 
plish 
their 
purpose. 
The 
outside 
foes are Salvador on one hand and 
Guatemala on the other. 
The revolu- 
{Ton broke a few days ago and, as was 
to be expected, first advices reported 
government 
victories. 
Gomayagua, 
San Pedro, Sula and a place about 
twenty miles to the south of the last 
named, already have seen conflicts, 
but they are believed to have been 
only skirm ishes, and it is known here 
that the total death list does not ex­ 
ceed fifty. 
Dr. Ochea Velasquez has withdrawn 
toward the Salvadorean frontier, but 
government agents here generally be­ 
lieve that It is a feigned retreat, mere­ 
ly as a trap to draw the followers of 
Bonilla toward the state from which 
th© insurgents are thought to have 
come and which is believed to be al­ 
most open in its sympathy for the 
rebels. 
The unpopularity of the American 
loan may be said to be at the bottom 
of the whole affair. 
The election of 
Bonilla was known to mean that the 
government 
would 
throw 
its 
full 
strength for th© American loan. 
As 
an evidence of the claim that the elec­ 
tions were unfair, agents of the lnsur 
rection point to the fact that Bonilla 
was named by a majority of IO to I In 
the halloaing conducted the first three 
days of this week. 
The insurgents 
also 
claim 
the

wholesale 
threats, 
intimidation, 
imprisonment 
and corporal punishm ent to coerce 
voters. 
Throughout Honduras and even in 
the streets of Tegucigalpa are posted 
manifestos saying his opponents will 
lay down their arm s at once if Bonilia 
will give some tangible guaranty that 
he will head a truly representative 
government. 
This latter Bonilla seems-, by no 
means inclined to do, at any rate for 
the present. 
He is massing every 
available m ilitary command and is 
taking vigorous m easures to guard the 
frontiers. 
The menace of Guatemala is believ­ 
ed to be by no means so great as that 
of Salvador, but President E strada Ca­ 
brera, for long considered the wiliest 
ruler in Central America, is upon the 
alert.

FOR BETTER EGGS 


Purdue Is Leading in Another Educa­ 


tional Campaign. 


L afayette, Iud., Nov. 4.— Under the 
direction of A. G. Philips of the poul­ 
try department of the Purdue agricul­ 
tural extension departm ent, several ex­ 
hibitions are to be held in Indiana this 
w inter as a feature of the “better egg 
cam paign’* begun m ore than a year 
ago by the departm ent. 
T hese will 
have for their ultim ate aim the educa­ 
tion of Indiana farm ers to a recogni­ 
tion of the fact that by the offering of 
better eggs to Indiana buyers they will 
receive better prices and greater prof 
its on their production. 
It has been estim ated that the loss 
from 
rotten 
eggs 
in 
Indiana 
has 
am ounted to over a m illion dollars an­ 
nually. 
The 
buyers 
form erly 
pur­ 
chased their eggs “case count,” but 
understanding that there would be air 
average loss. their prices suffered ac­ 
cordingly and the farm er was made to 
bear the brunt of the lo ss— although 
he did not know the difference. 
The present state law’s demand that 
no rotten or spoiled eggs be offered 
on Indiana m arkets, and provide a 
heavy fine for violation. 
The result is 
that the buyers in m any of the cities 
of the state are candling the eggs they 
purchase, and are paying the farm er 
only for the good eggs he delivers 
T he bad are promptly rejected. 
The counter workings of the state 
law and the affected prices caused an 
interest in the work. of Purdue, and 
now both fanner and buyer are alive 
to the situation.

The m ost im portant of the other sev­ 
enteen have already been cabled as 
the dem ands of the assem bly and the 
Lanchow army. 
The edict sanction­ 
ing the regulations is fitly described in 
English as China’s Magna Charta, but 
it goes much further than that famous 
docum ent w herew ith the nam e was 
originally connected. 
Tho new7 constitution based on these 
regulations gives the people, through 
an elected parliam ent, greater share 
in their governm ent even than does 
that of Great Britain. 
The nom inal 
powers of the British sovereign in 
vetoing bills and appointing a premier 
is not conceded to the emperor. 
The 
power to appoint a successor is also 
forfeited, 
succession 
being constitu­ 
tionally arranged. 
M oreover the m em ­ 
bers of the upper house are directly 
elected by the people, the reform ers 
having no idea of adm itting the estab­ 
lishm ent of a hereditary or privileged 
house of peers.
